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DR. PERKINS DEAD NEW PASTOR WINS CHAMPIONSHIP {DEDICATE CLUB HOUSE 96 YEARS OLD {FORMER RESIDENT DEAD 


The many friends of Dr. Henry F. 
Perkins of West Newton were greatly 
shocked Sunday to learn of his sudden 
death early that morning from heart 
disease. He was ill hut a lew hours, 
and had attended 4hc football game at 
the Stadium only the previous after¬ 
noon. Saturday evening there was a 
family gathering at his home on Mar¬ 
gin street at which he appeared to be 
in the best of spirits. 

Dr. Perkins was one of the best 
known physicians and surgeons In the 
city, having a wide practice, to which 
he devoted himself without stint. 

In addition to the constant strain 
of his professional labors Dr. Perkins 
had of late been devoting himself to a 
personal investigation of the doings of 
the Middlesex County Grand Jury in 
the case of his son-in-law, Jackson 
Palmer, the young Lowell attorney, At 
this he worked both night and day, in 
spite of the warnings of medical friends 
that the overwork was destroying his 
health. 

Dr. Henry Phelps Perkins was born 
in Lowell, Jan. 31, 1860, the son of 
Henry P. and Stella (Burnham) Per¬ 
kins. He received his early education 
at the Lowell schools, and in 1881 was 
graduated from the Harvard Medical 
School. 

He started practice with his grand¬ 
father, Dr. Walter Burnham, one of the 
famous surgeons of the day, and it 
was from him that the young man re¬ 
ceived his practical knowledge of sur¬ 
gery, When only 12 years old he first 
assisted his grandfather in an opera¬ 
tion 

After practicing at Lowell and at 
Victor, N Y, he came to West Newton 
in May, 1890, and the 21 years since 
then made his name one of the best 
known in the medical profession of 
Massachusetts 

In his work as a physician his sym¬ 
pathy as well as his skill was always 
engaged; his patients were always pet- 
sonalities, not merely cases, and he 
healed as many mental troubles as phys¬ 
ical infirmities. 

His practice grew to be so large that 
his own health suffered. No one ever 
lacked Dr. Perkins’ utmost skill and de¬ 
votion because he e-suld not attord tu 
pay, and those who would not ask for 
his help he sought out. 

As a surgeon -he was marvelously 
quick, ingenious, courageous and he 
performed the principal operations at 
the Newton Hospital. As a diagnos¬ 
tician he was almost intuitive. 

Every person associated with his work 
was his devoted admirer. Colleagues, 
nurses, his servants and the great host 
of his patients honored him as few 
men are honored. 

Dr. Perkins' family life was of the 
happiest. He married Helen Anthony, 
the daughter of A. V. S. Anthony. 
They had two sons, who are J. B. Gar- 
reft Perkins, now of Lansdale, Penn., 
who played center for Harvard last 
year, and G. R. Osgood Perkins, now a 
student at Harvard, and two daughters, 
who are MVs. Jackson Palmer of Low¬ 
ell and Miss Leslie Crawford Perkins, 
who is still at schooh 

He was a charter member of the 
Brae-Burn Country Club, a member at 
the Neighborhaad Club of West New¬ 
ton, the Algonquin Club and the Ameri¬ 
can Whist Club of Boston and of sev¬ 
eral medical associations. 

The funeral services held Wednesday 
morning at the Church of the Messiah 
were attended by a large number of 
friends, including many physicians and 
surgeons, representatives from Harvard, 
Massachusetts College of Pharmacy, 
Newton Medical Club, Brae Burn Coun¬ 
try Club, Neighborhood Club, Algon¬ 
quin Club and many others, while Dr. 
Perkins' associates of the Newton Hos¬ 
pital staff attended in a body. 


Rev. George H. Parkinson, formerly 
pastor of the South M. E. Church of 
Braintree, has been appointed to the 
pulpit of the Newton Centre M. F. 
Church, recently left vacant by the 
resignation of Rev. Dr. C. M. Mctdcn, 
who has accepted the presidency of an 
educational institution in New Orleans. 
The new pastor will deliver his first 
sermii at Newton Centre next Sunday 
morning. 

Rev. Mr. Parkinson has served for 
three years as pastor of the South 
Church in Braintree and leaves there 
much to the regret of his parishoners.

Mr. William E. Webster f’*r many 
year*- a resilient of Newton Centre, but 
more recently of Brookline, died Tues¬ 
day at Boothby Hospital, Boston, after 
an iilne-- of alwiut a month’s duration. 

William F.dward Webster the ?on of 
David Clough ami Nancy (Gordon) 
Webster, was born in Plymouth, K. H., 
Dec. 7, 1833. Ifc received his educa¬ 
tion at the public schools and at the 
academics of Plymouth and Thctford, 
Yt. 

After leaving school he engaged in 
the dry goods business In early life 
he took an active part in political af¬ 
fairs, wa" secretary of tho Republican 
city committee of Boston and a member 
of the state committee. He was a mem¬ 
ber of the Boston common council in 
I860. In 1861 President Lincoln ap¬ 
pointed him United States appraiser of 
merchandise for the port of Boston, a 
position which he resigned in 1871 to 
engage in the manufacture and sale of 
ladies’ dress goods, a business in which 
he has continued during the greater 
part of his business career. Since his 
resignation of the office of appraiser 
Mr. Webster has been retained by tile 
government as an expert in the trials 
of many important revenue cases, most¬ 
ly in the city of New York. 

He was connected with the Massa¬ 
chusetts Volunteer Militia, and served 
as paymaster upon the staff of Colonel 
Robert I. Burbank of the old 1st Regi¬ 
ment. 

Mr. Webster was a member of the 
First Church and of the Neighbors’ 
Neighbors’ Club. 

He married Man. - Shannon Davis, 
daughter of the late Robert S. Davis of 
Brookline, and is survived by her and 
one son. Arthur Gordon Webster, pro¬ 
fessor of physics at Clark University, 
Worcester. Mass. 

Mr. Webster lived in Newton Centre 
nearly forty years and removed to 
Brookline two or three years ago.

MI'.TROI’OMTAN IT.AX 
COMMISSION 

The Metropolitan Plan Commission, 
the members of which are Edward A. 
I'ilcne, Chairman. J. Randolph Cool- 
idge, Jr., and John Nolen, gave it*- first 
public bearing Tuesday at the State 
Mouse. The feature of the hearing was 
a scries of suggestions put forth by the 
Commission outlining tentative legisla¬ 
tion for the creation of a central plan* 
ning authority in the metropolitan dis¬ 
trict. At the same time the Commis¬ 
sion made it plain that it has arrived 
at no definite conclusions and does not 
wish to do so until it has ascertained 
as fully as possible the wishes of the 
committees in the metropolitan district. 

The hearing was well attended by of¬ 
ficials and citizens in the communities 
in the district, and there were several 
women ami a number of high school 
pupils interested in municipal govern¬ 
ment present. Among those who spoke 
were, City Solicitor \V. S. Slocum, of 
Newton, James D. ColT, of Chestnut 
Hill, Samuel C. Bennett, of Weston, 
Henry Abrahams, Secretary of tiic Bos¬ 
ton Central Labor Union, Rep. Henry 
M. Storm, of Braintree, Ex-rep. Mal¬ 
colm E. Nichols, of Boston, Attorneys 
P. S. Broderick and CS^rencc 1\ French, 
of Waltham and John Albrcc, of 
Swnmpseott. There was sonic reluct¬ 
ance on the part of those present to 
speak because of their lack of definite 
knowledge of just what the Commis¬ 
sion hopes to do, and it was at the 
unanimous vote of those in attendance 
that Chairman Edward A. Filene made 
the statement relative to possible legis¬ 
lation. 

While no oppositiort to the idea of a 
metropolitan plan developed, and there 
seemed to lie a general sentiment which 
favored a planning authority and rec¬ 
ognized the need of it, there were also 
no new ideas on the subject offered 
for coiisidration. 

In opening the hearing the Chairman 
said that the Commission has found 
the metropolitan district, in relation 
to city planning, to be equipped with 
an efficient metropolitan park, water 
and sewerage service, hut with no met¬ 
ropolitan system of traffic highways, no 
adequate authority planning ahead to 
relieve congestion of population or of 
traffic, no general policy of reserving 
public lands for sites for public build¬ 
ings, parks, playgrounds and other pub¬ 
lic purposes, no co-ordination of build¬ 
ing laws throughout the district, no 
method of bringing cities and towns to¬ 
gether for fire prevention and no 
method of working together for the de¬ 
velopment of the trade of the district. 

“If a central planning authority were 
created.” he said, “It might plan for 
the development of the whole district 
as a place of business and residence; it 
should he co-operative rather than di¬ 
rect, and its strength should lie in the 
fact that it would he the one authority 
simultaneously looking at the whole 
district, with its mind upon all the prob¬ 
lems of its development. Its power 
should lie in the attractiveness of its 
plans and the inducement to each city 
and town to vote for* a proposed im¬ 
provement, rather than in any compul¬ 
sory power over the cities and towns.” 

In answer to questions, the Chairman 
said it was the idea of the commission 
that nothing should br imposed on local 
cities and towns and that the matter 
might he taken up through a perma¬ 
nent metropolitan planning hoard of 
five members, three ro be appointed by 
the Governor, two by the Mayor of 
Boston, the chairman to give all his 
time and receive $10,000 a year, the 
others to receive $1,000 a year. This 
hoard, he said, might be empowered to 
make a survey of the whole district, 
and with this survey as a basis and 
after most careful consultation with ex¬ 
isting authorities and officials of the 
various interested communities' a series 
of comprehensive general plans em¬ 
bodying the needs and possibilities of 
development might he made. The pro¬ 
posed hoard might then have the power 
to put before any local government the 
question of the execution of any met¬ 
ropolitan improvement that might lay 
within its borders. Unless the local 
government should vote to undertake 
the improvement, nothing would he 
done. If it did vote in favor of the 
improvement, such improvement would 
not he executed by the board, hut bv 
tfie local government itself according to 
the plans of the board. 

After discussion of the question it 
was agreed that the Commission should, 
before another hearing, send to the 
officials of the cities ami towns in the 
metropolitan district a printed outline 
of its suggestions for metropolitan 
planning legislation. 

Mr. Slocum said that he would pre¬ 
fer to talk after he had had a chance 
to study any proposed legislation, and 
Mr. Colt said lie was of the same 
opinion. He said also that he was 
much interested in the suggestions of 
the Commission, lie thought the out¬ 
line admirable and wanted to see it in 
print. Mr. Bennett voiced the opinion 
that other communities than those in 
the metropolitan park district might 
wish to be admitted to a metropolitan 
plan district ami suggested that more 
than 38 cities and towns might be in¬ 
cluded to which the Chairman replied 
that such suggestions were just what 
are desired. 

Mr. Abrahams made a strong plea 
for co-operation in the district in plan¬ 
ning ami declared that "no greater pro¬ 
ject that that for a city plan for Great¬ 
er Boston will go before the next leg¬ 
islature.” If there was uniformity in 
the erection of factories and dwellings 
in the district it would he to the ad¬ 
vantage of all, said he. The prosperity 
of one town means the prosperity of 
all, said he. and no undue advantage 
should be taken by one town of another. 

Rep. Storm look a favorable attitude 
towards the proposed legislation, and 
Ex-Rep. Nichols said it was highly de¬ 
sirable to bring before the legislature 
such questions as tho*c ot metropolitan < 
fire and police protection, and spoke in j 
favor of a system of metropolitan po¬ 
licing. 

Attorney French, of Waltham, and 
others suggested that the proposed 
planning board should he given strong 
powers to carry out the plans' it cre¬ 
ates, ami said that now annexation

25TH ANNIVERSARY 

On Advent Sunday. December 3rd. 
St. Paul's Church at Newton Highlands 
will have special musical services, both 
morning and evening, in commemora¬ 
tion of tbe 25tli anniversary of the for¬ 
mation of the Choir—the first Vested 
Choir in the city of Newton. The regu¬ 
lar chorus of 30 voices will he assisted 
in the morning by Mrs. H. T. Whitaker, 
soprano, and by a string quartet. Mrs. 
I. H. Piser. 1st violin. Mr. Winsor 
Sampson, 2nd violin; Miss Ellen Payne, 
viola, and Mr. A. Myron Tarr, 'cello. 

There will also be present as an hon¬ 
ored guest the man who a quarter of a 
choir. Mr. Francis Skelton, and at the 
Vesper Service the sermon will he 
preached by the Rev. C. V, Mills, the 
first rector of the church, and now Edu¬ 
cational Secretary of the Diocese of 
Massachusetts. 

The first choir, consisting of 30 
voices, boys and men, was formed and 
trained by Mr. Skelton, who bad been 
a chorister in England, in spite of no 
little opposition. It was planned to 
have it sing first on Easter Sunday, luit 
a delay in procuring funds to huy the 
vestments, postponed its first appear¬ 
ance in the chancel until Advent, 25 
years ago. 

This was the first vested choir in 
this section of the country outside of 
Bosion, and came to he in great de¬ 
mand for special services in other New¬ 
tons, swinging during Lent at Grace 
Church and also at Newton Lower 
Falls and Anbumdalc. 

Mr. Skelton not only carried the bur¬ 
den of managing the chorus for 9 years, 
including training it to participate in 
the Annual Choir Festivals in Boston, 
but himself designed and built the choir 
stalls and lockers in the choir room. 

The present choir which has been 
under the direction of Mr. E. H. Rob¬ 
inson for three years past consists of 
32 voices. 8 women. 10 men and 14 boys 
and is regularly assisted by a violinist 
at the 10.30 service. The special music 
will include Festival Jubilate and Te 
Deum and morning service, composed 
by the choir director for this church 
2 years ago. 

READ FUND LECTURE

Henry Coolidgc Mulligan, president 
of the Federation, called the meeting to 
order and presided over the session. 
Mrs. Mary E. Smith, president of trie 
hostess club, gave a graceful worn o» 
greeting after which Mrs. Mulligan 
opened the conference. She referreu 
to the subject of Civil Service Reform 
as being perhaps the most unpopular of 
all that the club women are considering 
and as being the hardest in which to 
arouse general interest. Yet it is one 
of the most fundamental reforms of 
the day, which touches us in a personal, 
public and philanthropic way.

of Hie department, read a word of 
greeting from Miss L. S W. Perkins, 
an old time worker in this subject and 
an honorary member of the committee, 
also a letter from the chairman of the 
same department in the New Hamp¬ 
shire Federation. 

After this Mrs. Imogen TV Oakley Oi 
Philadelphia, chairman of the Civil 
Service Reform department of the Gen¬ 
eral Federation, gave a stirring address 
on "The Need of Civil Service Rc 
form.” After an anecdote telling liow 
she had pointed out to two persons of 
widely differing social position in Phil¬ 
adelphia that they were personally af¬ 
fected by the results of a recent elec¬ 
tion and that they were directly or in¬ 
directly responsible for them. Mrs. 
Oakley stated that civil service of the 
city touches every man, woman and 
child every hour of every day. Many 
regard it as more or less a question of 
politics. The speaker then proceeded 
to show that it is not necessarily so, 
hut that it affects all of us in a very ul¬ 
timate way. She mentioned eight ways. 
In the houses in which we live, Ihc 
school houses and the places of amuse¬ 
ment. For if the building and health 
inspectors arc not efficient, it is easy 
to sec what serious consequences may 
follow and she illustrated by referring 
to awful tragedies which have been di¬ 
rectly due to inefficient service on the 
part of inspectors. In the foods we em, 
the gas we burn, the air we breathe, 
in the streets we walk upon, all these 
are affected by incompetent Inspectors 
and extravagant management. England 
has succeeded in securing gas at fifty 
cents a thousand. It has been esti¬ 
mated that the annual destruction o! 
property from smoke amounts to $600,- 
000,000. Two-thirds of the smoke now 
belched forth is absolutely unnecessary, 
if only the inspectors knew how to stop 
it. 

As to the streets there is a vasi 
amount of leakage of expenditure 
through the digging up and putting 
down of the streets and often the street 
cleaners don’t know their business. 

In the school system, Mrs. Oakley 
told some appalling things that she has 
run up against in Pennsylvania, of the 
political pull necessary to secure ap¬ 
pointment, of the percentage exacted 
from the salary by the political organi¬ 
zation through which the position was 
secured. She read a letter from such 
an one requesting from the teachers a 
voluntary contribution towards cam¬ 
paign expenses in which a suggestion 
was made as to the amount desired. 
If they did not comply they lost their 
positions. Then, too, we are prevented 
from getting the right teachers. She 
mentioned one school director in a 
prominent city, who could not read or 
write. His wife did the business and he 
made his mark. 

In showing how civil service reform 
affects us in the taxes we pay she said 
the city officials arc not only inefficient, 
but there.are often .an unnecessary 
number of them. She told of a ne’er- 


do-wecl who came to a friend asking 
for a job, but his friend said he 
wouldnt’ be worth anything to him, but 
nevertheless aided him to get appointed 
as county treasurer. 

Our public morals arc directly af 
fected by inefficient police, the allowm* 
of gambling dens ami other menaces to I 
the moral welfare. She gave the rec¬ 
ord of one policeman, who had served I 
more than one term in jail for criminal | 
action before he was appointed to his | 
office. 

What arc wc to do about it. she asked ? 
All laws arc useless unless effective. 
Forty-four states at present have no 
civil service laws. Work for securing 
them. Help to create public opinion 
in favor of civil service reform. In 
Massachusetts you have wide laws for 
state and for cities, but none for coun¬ 
ty officials. Examine into conditions ot 
places not tinder civil service laws, pro¬ 
test against exemption. Take home 
with you the motto of the department 
“The best shall serve the State.” 

The discussion which followed sug¬ 
gested that the best way to get civu 
service rules applied to counties is to 
create an interest in the subject ana 
work directly for securing a law placing 
these officials under them, and to see 
that the law is enforced after we get 
it. Delegates from various clubs toia 
of offering the medal in the high 
school for the best essay upon the his¬ 
tory of the subject. In one or two 
places a live-dollar gold piece was given 
instead of the medal, books have also 
been offered. Others told of getting 
the Primer introduced into the publrc 
schools in connection with the study o\ 
history and civil government. 

Mrs. Tabor, the chairman, urged the 
posting of notices of the examinations 
and the getting of suitable persons to 
take them. A “Merit Sunday” had 
been tried in one town, when the pas¬ 
tors presented the subject from their 
pulpits. She urged the clubs to de¬ 
vote some portion of a meeting or a 
whole session to the consideration ot 
the subject. She also stated that a list 
of books to aid in the study of the sub¬ 
ject has been prepared by the commit¬ 
tee. 

The department has organized a stuoy 
class which holds a meeting on the first 
Saturday of each month at the Public 
Library, Boston, at 10.30 to which any¬ 
one interested is invited. At the next 
one on Dec. 2nd, the City Department* 
will be taken up. 

After a vote of thanks to the tiostess 
club the meeting adjourned for a so¬ 
cial hour.

To Ihc Kdilnr:— 

The following which I clip from the 
editorial pages of The Christian Regis¬ 
ter seems to me timely and worth giv¬ 
ing wider publicity. 

■ The citv of Boston has been aroused, 
first. Iw a report of thr intolerable num¬ 
ber of killing, and accidents through 
the pleasure-seeking automobile, aim 
later by a series of vigorous letters in 
the Boston Transcript from Mr. Moor 
field Storey and others commenting 
upon the extravagant and audacious 
speed and carelessness of many owners 
and chauffeurs, and also upon the ex¬ 
traordinary apathy and negligence of 
the public in allowing themselves to lie 
mowed down by these huge new- toys. 
Never, surely, since the war chariots or 
the Pharnalis was there a vehicle in 
vented liy man to become so great an 
offence to the common people. The 
"psychology" of the automohilc habit is 
very curious. The writer happened to 
lie taken the other night in one of the 
most powerful machines in order lhai 
he might meet an engagement. The 
driver was most skilful, hut it was evt- 
dent that he regarded us as privileged 
persons and the public streets as his to 
command. Tooting and blowing, with 
alternate frightening noises, we hustled 
men, women, and children out of our 
way. Here under our hand was gigan¬ 
tic power: in tile streets was Iccblc- 
ness. It was hard not to he seized with 
the spirit of the beast. The faces 01 
men and women easily catch this dis¬ 
temper of arrogance. Is it possible to 
Christianize the automobilist and really 
make a good democrat of him? We 
suspect that the people must chasten 
him with far heavier taxes than he now 
pays for his luxury, not to speak of 
fines and jails.” 

In line with the above, the writer 
was invited to go to Brookline a few 
days since, a large auto being sent for 
his use. \Vc went thru the streets of 
Newton, including Xonantum Square, 
at a very rapid pace, but this was great¬ 
ly reduced as we passed thru Brighton. 
Why? Because ten or twelve automo- 
bilists were heavily fined there for ovet- 
speeding just a day or two before. 
Seemingly no one need fear “to speed 
her up” in Newton. Ts it because the 
police are near sighted, or because the 
the police officials use autos themselves?

Woolverton of Toronto, Ont. 

Mrs. Olmsted was born In New York 
City and was 92 years of age. She 
was the daughter of David Jasper 
Baker and Marla Ackerman Baker. 
Her father was a native of England. 
Mrs. Olmsted’B husband waB a New 
York man and waB in the wholesale 
grocery business at the corner of 
Spring and Washington streets, as 
head of Charles Olmsted & Co. He 
died In 1882 and his widow lived for 
about ten years with her unmarried 
daughter, with whom, when Bhe be¬ 
came Mrs. White, Bhe removed to 
Massachusetts. Since that time Mrs. 
Olmsted had made her home with 
Mrs. White and Mrs. Horr, but for 
the paBt five years had lived with the 
first-named daughter. 

When a resident of New York, Mrs. 
Olmsted was deeply interested In the 
work and charities of Berean Church, 
of which Rev. Edward Judson IS the 
present pastor. Her huBband was 
treasurer of that parish for many 
years. His widow always retained 
her interest in It, even after remov¬ 
ing to Massachusets.

THE TRUTH ABOUT CITY 
LABORERS 


The recent action of the Board of 
Aldermen in denying the petition of 
the city laborers for a further in¬ 
crease of wage has been misconstrued 
in some quarters. The Chairman of 
the Democratic CUy Committee states 
that the city laborers are today re¬ 
ceiving 11.75 per day. The fact Is 
that they are receiving $2.00 and morel 
per day, with the exception of a few 
feeble men who have in the past ren-1 
dered good service to the city and i 
who are now practically pensioners 
at $1.75 per day. The payroll of Aug¬ 
ust 19, which the Aldermanic Com¬ 
mittee on l^bor took as a sample, 
showed the following payments: — 


6 men at $1.75 
167 men at 2.00 

12 men at 2.24 
51 men at 2.25 
18 men at 2.50 

7 men at 2.56 

• 38 men at 2.75 and 


higher 


These wages are paid by the city 
for a day which is nominally of eight 
hours’ duration, but practically much 
shorter, while the private contractors 
and public service corporations of the 
city are paying $1.75 per day for nine 
hours' labor of the same class. 

The workmen themselves seem to 
appreciate the advantages of city 
employment, as their applications are 
always in excess of the needs of the 
departments. Cases where city la¬ 


borers have voluntarily left the city's 
employ where they were working 
eight hours a day for $2.00 or more to 
work for contractors nine hourB a 
day at $1.75 naturally do not exist. 

It has been suggested that the pres¬ 
ent scale does not provide a living 
wage. However, an average annual 
wage of $490 a year for unskilled la¬ 
bor compares as follows wJth skilled 
workmen in other occupations In 
Massachusetts, according to the last 
census.

It thus appears that even in com¬ 
parison with skilled workmen our 
laborers’ wage Is already high, and 
their hours short. In asking for a 
further increase, which means an ad¬ 
dition of 20 cents to our high tax rate, 
they are trying further to widen the 
gap between their compensation and 
the market value of their labor. Any 
further increase would simply hasten 
the adoption of the contract system, 
which is already being seriously con¬ 
sidered at City Hall.

BOARD OF ALDERMEN 

Tho Monday night meeting of the 
aldermen had Its usual recess of 
about an hour for the Finance Com¬ 
mittee to meet, and the other mem¬ 
bers of the board were entertained 
by the new Public Buildings Com¬ 
missioner, Walter R. Forbuah, who 
Invited them to view his office, which 
has Just been newly fitted up, nnd to 
enjoy some light refreshments.

B. Robson against telephone poles 
on Churchill Btreet, and the matter 
was referred. Hearings on petitions 
for telephone poles on WcbBter street, 
on electric poleB on Sumner and 
Greenough streets wore unopposed, 
and orders were subsequently passed. 
Permits to keep gasolene were grant¬ 
ed Dr. C. L. Pearson, Washington 
street: Thomas F. Dolan, Sargent 
street; W. H, Coolldge, Gray CllfT 
road, and F. W. Stevens, Beacon 
Btreet. Mr. H. J. Carlson favored a 
sewer taking under certain conditions 
In private land off Beacon street and 
sewer takings in Bracebrldgc road 
and Hancock avenue were unopposed. 

Mayor Hatfield sent In a long list 
of transfers In appropriation, moBt of 
which were granted. He also sent in 
the proposed bill drafted by the Met¬ 
ropolitan Plan Commission, which 
was referred to the Greater Boston 
Committee. 

The School Committee asked for a 
transfer of $300 to the Newton Inde¬ 
pendent Industrial School, nnd peti¬ 
tions were received from Jos. Bon- 
tembo for a wagon license, from Al¬ 
fred Farlow for laying out of Wnban 
Hill road, under the betterment act, 
from W. C. Weatherbee, Winona 
street, and O. A. Reed, Ware road, for 
concrete sidewalks, under the better¬ 
ment act, from the Telephone Com¬ 
pany for attachments on Fayetle 
street, Tudor terrace and Chestnut 
street, and from the Edison Company 
for relocation on Newtonvllle avenue. 
Petitions of the Newton Catholic Club 
for bowling alley and pool table 
licenses, and of J. T. Burns, M. C. 
Lafiie, Reuben ForV.nall, W. S. Ed¬ 
munds and A. H. Y. r a1tt for auctioneer 
licenses were granted. Hearings were 
ordered on December 22 on petitions 
to keep gasolene from L. D. Towle, 
and the M. & B. Street Railway Com- 
Dany, and of Carl E. ErlcBon to sell 
denatured alcohol. 

On reports of committees the ordi¬ 
nances changing the fiscal year of the 
water department and revising water 
rates were passed to be ordained, 
$23,056.33 was granted for city ex¬ 
penses to December 31, $4,000 con¬ 
tributed towards the purchase of a 
playground at Waban, $250 voted for 
a skating surface at the Stearns 
school playground, pole locations and 
attachments were granted the Tele¬ 
phone and Edison Companies, a lease 
authorized of land on which steps are 
located near Rowe street, $1,000 ad¬ 
vanced for moth work, $725 voted for 
additional appropriations for Charity 
and Auditing departments, the City 
Solicitor was directed to obtain an 
option on land in Wuhan. Leave to 
withdraw was voted on petitions for 
a sewer In Boylston street, on the 
widening of St. James street, on plac¬ 
ing poles on St. James street. The 
Committee on perambulation of 
Boundary IJneB of Newton and Bos¬ 
ton presented Its report and it was 
nlaced on file. A favorable report on 
the laying out of Brooks avenue, 
under the betterment act was received 
but no further action was taken. 

An order authorizing the mayor to 
execute an agreement with the Met¬ 
ropolitan Water Hoard, relative to 
construction of certain sewers was 
laid on the table, after Alderman Mil¬ 
ler lmd stated that further negotia¬ 
tions were under way. An order 
changing the precinct lines in Ward 
Two was laid over until the next 
meeting. 

Alderman Moore called attention 
lo the methods used by the ice com¬ 
pany in cutting ice from Crystal lake 
and the subsequent danger to skaters 
and on his motion the mayor was re¬ 
quested to take the matter before the 
Harbor and Land Commissioners, and 
If they had no authority, to petition j 
the legislature for such authority. 

In answer to a question of Aider- 
man Miller, Alderman Cox stated that 
the petition circulated that evening in 
aid of granting the request of the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company lo 
operate a trolley express, would allow 
the local companies to obtain an en¬ 
trance to Boston, and would make 
effective the permission already given 
by the Newton board.

For the Aral time In years the cltl- 
y.ehs of Newton will have a contest 
for the office of mayor, the Demo¬ 
cratic party nominating an opposition 
candidate to the re-election of Mayor 
Hatfield. For years our city has 
borne the reputation of being the boBt 
governed city in the Commonwealth, 
a result entirely due to the public 
apirit of our citizens, who have taken 
an active interest in the selection and 
election of mayors and aldermen. 
Our city officials, so chosen, have been 
in close touch with the best people of 
the city, and with the heaviest tax 
payers, without whose co-operation It 
would be impossible to undertake any 
of the most desirable Improvements 
in the city. Under these circum¬ 
stances. it is a matter of regret that 
the existing order of things Ib to be 
even threatened by the possible elec¬ 
tion of the Democratic candidate. His 
election would bring into power and 
Influence many elements which would 
not co-operate so easily with the 
great majority of our people, and 
surely would not add to our influence 
and welfare.

I remind my readers of these 
things because there is real danger 
next Tuesday that thru the apathy 
of many citizens these undesirable re¬ 
sults may be realized. The Demo¬ 
cratic party is making an active cam¬ 
paign and will poll Ub full vote, and 
unless Mayor Hatfield’s friends and 
the friends of good government in 
Newton, rally to his support, it is pos¬ 
sible that he may be defeated. VOTE 
NEXT TUESDAY. 


One of the issues of the city elec¬ 
tion which ought not to he neglected 
In the general apathy which appears 
to exist at present, Is the necessity 
of voting NO on the liquor question. 
The activity of our Democratic friends 
has always brought out an increase 
In the YES vote and the situation on 
the mayoralty is in such a state that 
every friend of temperance ought to 
cast his vote next Tuesday. 

An Interesting circulnr bearing on 
the city election, and signed by all 
the living ex-mayors of Newton will 
be sent to each voter within the next 
few' days. It gives In graphic form 
an excellent account of the work ac¬ 
complished the past few years in the 
various city departments and Bhould 
have the thougthful attention of every 
voter in the city. 


The Republican ticket for aldermen 
at large and for ward aldermen ought 
to be elected next Tuesday without 
question. There is not much danger 
of defeating the candidates for aider- 
men at large, altbo nothing should 
be taken for granted In politics until 
the votes are counted. There are two 
ward fights for aldermen wrhere every 
friend of good government ought to 
make It a point to vote the Republi¬ 
can ticket and where every vote will 
be needed. In ward two, the defeated 
candidate for the Republican nomina¬ 
tion at the primaries, captured the 
Democratic nomination by the use of 
stickers, and sheds hie alleged Re¬ 
publicanism as readily as Governor 
Fobs. In addition there are rumors 
of a political trade in this ward 
whereby the Democratic nomination 
was to be given for ward^lderman 
in exchange for Republican (?) votes 
for the Democratic candidate for may¬ 
or. I trust this is not the truth, for 
it means the advent of a brand of 
politics In Newton which we all will 
' regret. 

In ward four there is another close 
fight between the Republican candi¬ 
date for re-election and a .former 
member of the board. Here again it 
would be the part of wlBdom to re¬ 
elect the sitting member and allow 
the ex-alderman another opportunity 
to run for the board. 

In wards five and six the Republi¬ 
can candidates ought to win by sub¬ 
stantial margins but their friends 
ought not to take that fact for 
granted until the close of the polls. 

One of the issues of the present 
municipal campaign put forth by the 
Democratic candidate is the failure of 
the present city government to in¬ 
crease the wages of the policemen, 
the firemen and the city laborers. Ab 
the head of the administration, Mayor 
Hatfield will be made to bear the bur¬ 
den of the attack. Friends of the po¬ 
licemen. firemen, uud city laborers 
Bhould realize, however, that it is 
most unfair to attack Mayor Hatfield 
on this issue, when the onus of the 
refusal to make these desired in¬ 
creases is clearly on the board of 
aldermen. This matter was given a 
careful investigation this summer and 
fall by the aldermen, and after long 
deliberations, the increases were re¬ 
fused. Mayor Hatfield was not con¬ 
sulted in the matter and, indeed, the 
whole subject is d n pendent upon the 
appropriations made by the board of 
aldermen. The mayor cannot appro¬ 
priate money, he ran only expend 
what money the bourd of aldermen 
choose to grant, and only for the 
purposes for which It Is grunted. The 
aldermen, therefore, and not the may¬ 
or, are responsible for the failure to 
make these increases in wages.

Associate Judge William F. Paeon 
lias filed his report of the inquest re¬ 
cently held on the death of Thoina- 
Hurke on October 14th. 

In his report, Judge Paeon says: 
“Death was in consequence of being 
struck by an automobile. Deceased wa¬ 
ft boy about ten years of age, who lived 
at 186 Chape] street, Newton. About 
nine o’clock on the morning of the ac¬ 
cident he had left home for the pur 
pose of gathering chestnuts, with two 
brothers. When they reached Washing 
ton street, near the corner of Adams 
street, his two brothers crossed the 
street ahead of him and when lie start¬ 
ed to cross the street in order to catch 
up with his brothers, lie ran directly 
in front of an automobile driven by 
Edward^ V. Flanagan of 71 Walnut 
park, Newton, When the boy found 
that the automobile was close upon him 
he became confused and tried to run 
hack to the sidewalk from which he 
came. I nil was struck and suffered in¬ 
juries from which he (tied a few min¬ 
utes later. Flanagan was on his way 
to Newtonville and had reduced the 
speed of his car before reaching Ad- ! 
ams street, in order »o avoid an elec¬ 
tric car which was crossing Washing¬ 
ton street and proceeding into Adams 
street, lie drove around the rear of 
the electric car and although he was 
increasing his speed he had not attained 
a high speed when the hoy unexpected¬ 
ly ran out directly in front of the au¬ 
tomobile. Flanagan stopped his auto¬ 
mobile when the rear wheel was 15 or 
20 feet beyond the hoys bony. 

“This seems to be one of the numer¬ 
ous cases where a heedless boy has j 
recklessly exposed himself to danger 
and where ilie person in control of 
the automobile cannot be charged with 
criminal negligence, I do not find that 
the unlawful act of any person con¬ 
tributed to the death.”

SUHWil 
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WHO ARE CHRISTIAN? 

SERMON BY REV. HARRY LUTZ, CHANNING 
CHURCH. 


The disciples wore called Chris¬ 
tiana first at Antioch "—Acts 11:2b. 

The action of the Inter-Church 
Conference on Federation in Now 
York some years ago excluding Uni¬ 
tarians on the ground that they are 
not Christian raised the question: 
Who are Christians? The question Is 
renewed by the Tact that our National 
Chief Executive Is one of the ex¬ 
cluded. 

It Is a matter of little concern that 
a comparatively small body of peo¬ 
ple called Unitarian should be told 
they are not Christian, but It is a 
matter of considerable Importance to 
world-thought as to what Is meant by 
Christian; in order to determine 
whether the term is rightly used 
even by those who claim it so ex¬ 
clusively, and also whether or not 
It is really desirable to be called 
Christian. 

"The Federal Council of the 
Churches of Christ in America,' as 
the organization Is named, from a 
world view-point must be regarded 
as representative of the Christian Re¬ 
ligion in this country. Its definite 
omission of the Unitarian Churches 
from the list of Christian bodies, 
which remalnB unchanged today; 
sharply defines an Issue of distinc¬ 
tive views, and at the Bame time the 
generally accepted idea of what Is 
meant by Christian. This was made 
clear by the act of exclusion. No 
objection was made to the character 
of UnltartanB, but their beliefs were 
condemned as heretical. This took 
the issue away from considerations 
of morality and religion, and placed 
it definitely within the field of theo¬ 
logical belief and dogmatic opinion. 
Therefore, the distinction between a 
Christian and a non-Chrlstlan is not 
a matter of what one Is, but what he 
believes. What one professes to be¬ 
lieve makes him Christian, if it he 
what they define as the true doctrine. 
All otherwise are classed as non- 
Chrlstlan. 

The standard of belief set up to 
test who are to be called Christian 
was started in the preamble to the 
constitution in this phrase: “Jesus 
Christ our Lord and Savior.” This 
Is as It stood at first. But, when the 
exclusion of Unitarians came up, it 
was not thought exclusive enough, so 
the word divine was inserted, mak¬ 
ing it read “JesuB Christ our lllvlne 
Lord and Savior.” It appeals to 
one’s sense of humor that they should 
use for purposes of exclusion the 
very word so commonly employed by 
Unitarians to express the spiritual 
nature of man; which was exemplified 
In the spirit of Jesus, and is the 
beauty of holiness in all good people. 
But, of course, they do not mean Just 
what the word divine actually ex¬ 
presses. They mean the deity of 
Jcsub,— that he was God. 

Then, it follows: In order to be a 
Christian one must believe that one 
of the thr$e gods—who are at the 
same time, somehow, only one—came 
to earth, was born of a virgin, lived 
as a man in Palestine, was con¬ 
demned by Roman authority and 
crucified; that he suffered and died 
as a sacrifice—a substitute for sinful 
man—to save him from the endless 
punishment, to which the wrath of 
another of the three-one-god had 
doomed him. He died for all; yet 
only those who believe that Jesus 
was God and Savior will be saved. 
Just those who so believe, and no 
others, are to be called Christian. 

This is not in just the words they 
state it, but it is their case in plain 
language of fact. If to believe this 
be Christian, then certainly, we Uni¬ 
tarians do not want to be so called. 
It is to our lasting credit to be told 
we are not Christian. If thiH were 
the real meaning of the term Chris¬ 
tian, then we might well dismiss 
the whole matter as not worth 
further consideration. But, the ques¬ 
tion Etill remains unanswered: is 
this a rightful or reasonable use 
of the term? The inquiry must go 
further: Is this definition true to the 
facts, records, and traditions of 
Christian History? 

The answer to these questions in¬ 
volves a backward glance over the 
early events and records of the 
Christian Religion. When we do so, 
it Is to observe that the first appear¬ 
ance of the name was as mentioned 
in the books of Acts: "The disciples 
were called Christians first In Anti¬ 
och." Thai was about fifteen years 
after Jesus' death. Prior to that the 
name was entirely unknown. The 
followers of Jesus were spoken of as 
"brethren,” “disciples," "the saints,” 
"the faithful," "the elect," "of the 


way," meaning the way of Jesus, as 
distinguished from others; but never 
as Christians. They were Jews, and 
their gOBpel was not thought of as n 
new religion. They still believed and 
worshipped one God. They did not 
differ from others in that regard All 1 
the Jews at that time believed in a 
Messiah—a great leader of their peo¬ 
ple—that was to arise, and that the 
time was near at hand. The follow¬ 
ers of Jeans had come to believe that 
he was that Messiah; that he had 
risen from the under-world of the 
dead and ascended Into heaven; and 
that he would come again Boon to be 
their conquering and leading Messiah, 
rule the world with power and 
righteousness. This was the point of 
differeneo from other Jews that led 
to their persecution, drove them from 
Jerusalem. nnd spattered them 
abroad. 

They who came to Antioch—a large 
city with a cosmopolitan population— 
did not confine their teaching to the 
Jews, as heretofore. They preached 
to all, and in the language beBt 
understood there—the Greek. Conse¬ 
quently they used the Greek word for 
Messiah — Christos — in speaking of 
Jesus. In order to distinguish them 
from others, the people caught this 
strikingly unusual word and called 
them “Chrlstianol"—that Is, followers 
of Christos, which In the l*atin form 
is Christus, from which Is derived 
our English words Christ and Chris¬ 
tian. This name was not originated 
by the disciples themselves. It was 
given them by the gentiles, and was 
probably first spoken In derision. But 
it quickly came into such common 
use that it was adopted as a name 
for the devotees of the new religion; 
which from this time on was distinc¬ 
tive from the Jewish Religion. 

A Christian In this early uBe of the 
term, then, meant one who was a fol¬ 
lower of JesuB as the Messiah. Later 
on, when the Greek ideas began to 
shape the new religious thought, it 
came to mean that one was a fol¬ 
lower of Jesus as the Logos—“The 
Word," as it is translated In the Gos¬ 
pel of John—a supernatural being 
between man and God. In the third 
century when Jesus was exalted In 
Rheological thought to the station of 
a god—one of the god-head, which 
took the Alexandrian-Egyptian form 
of Trinity—then it came to mean a 
follower of him as a god. With the 
process of succeeding times the Idea 
of deity took on the elements of des¬ 
potic imperial authority; and God, 
like the Roman Emperor, came to be 
regarded as jealouB, wrathful, ven¬ 
geance loving, and arbitrary in judg¬ 
ment, who condemned mankind to 
everlasting perdition for hls hopeless 
sinfulness inherited from the fall of 
hls first progenitor. To be saved, an 
equivalent substitute must needs suf¬ 
fer that penalty; to appease the 
wrath of the angry God, and satisfy 
his arbitrary justice. No less than a 
god was sufficient for this. There¬ 
fore the theological conclusion: one 
of the three-god must have offered 
himself for sacrifice; took the form 
of man, was called JeBus, and suf¬ 
fered the penalty for mankind. Hls 
blood satisfied the jealous wrath and 
vengeful justice of God, and atoned 
for the sins of the world. He thus 
became the Savior of European 
Christendom. Then It was, Christian 
came to mean a follower of Jesus as 
God and Savior; which Is the idea 
still set forth by the Federation or 
American Churches In this Twenti¬ 
eth Uentury. 

Thus we see: through the whole 
course of history the term Christian 
has meant a follower of JeBus. But, 
each period and sect has added its 
own ideas about JeBus and what it 
mean! to be his follower. The early 
Christians followed him as their Mes¬ 
siah—as the word actually means. 
The Greek Christians followed him 
as the I«ogos—an intermediator be¬ 
tween man and God. The Roman 
ChrisLlans followed him as a God— 
one of Trinity. Later European 
Christians followed him as God and 
Savior; which idea still prevails, and 
Is accepted as orthodox doctrine. 

Modern Liberals also follow JesuH, 
but disclaim all of these Ideas that 
various ages have Imputed to him. 
They take him as he was and as he 
himself taught, ae a simple teacher 
of the way of life—a man of such 
tine and true spirit; that ^is words 
came as from "one having authority,” 
his deeds worthy of Imitation in all 
ages, and his life so true as to emu¬ 
late itself above the world and exem¬ 
plify man as a son of God, drawing 
all mankind unto him by the sweet 
compulsion of love and spiritual 


leadership onward nnd upward ever 
toward the heights of human possi¬ 
bility In divine Intention. Thus it 
appears Unitarians are Christian In 
the one sense of the term that Is 
common to all, that of being follow¬ 
ers of the spiritual leadership of 
Jesus. But we are not Christian In 
any sense the term Christ has been 
used through the various stages of 
Christian history; either as the Mes¬ 
siah of the Apostles, the Logos of the 
Greeks, the God of the Homans, or 
lhe Savior of middle ages nnd mod¬ 
ern orthodoxy. The difference lies 
not In the matter of following Jesus, 
but In opinions about him. We fol¬ 
low the man as we find hint In the 
New Testament Gospels. They fol¬ 
low a theological opinion or belief 
about him, and InsIsL that no one is 
Christian who does not accept that 
particular opinion or belief. Which 
view Ib right? They cannot both be 
right; for they are directly opposed. 
It must be one or the other, or 
neither. Who, then, is Christian? 

Suppose Jesus, Just as the Gospels 
present him. should bo In America on 
a modern Sunday morning. Where 
would he go to church? Where could 
he go nnd enter sympathetically Into 
the worship nnd thought. Certainly 
It wore nil interesting nnd profitable 
exercise or the Imagination to accom¬ 
pany him on a visit to the churches 
of todnv. He naturally turns to the 
great historic church—the Catholic. 
On entering he observes various lm- 
a 'es, and wonders what they mean. 
He is horrified to see people bowing 
before them. That is idolatry, a 
thing most hateful to a Jew. He 
turns to ask, “what is the particular 
image that seems to attract so much 
attention and the people are wor¬ 
shipping?” “It is the Virgin Mary," 
he is told. “Who is she?" he asks. 
“Your mother.” “My mother? 1 loved 
my mother and was devoted to her 
as a son Bhould be, but why worship 
her as a god? Then I suppose they 
worship my father Joseph also. 
Where Is hls image?” “But you had 
no earthly father.” "I had no earthly 
father? Joseph of Nazareth, mv fa¬ 
ther, not earthly? I do not under¬ 
stand this. I came here to worship 
God with my followers in the way of 
life. 1 find them bowing to an Im¬ 
age of my mother, and am told 1 had 
no earthly father. This Is all bo 
strange and foreign to my thought 
and feelings, 1 cannot worship here.” 
He turns away puzzled and disgusted. 

He hears of the Federation of 
Christian ChurcheB. He never heard 
of the term “Christ"; but, he is told, 
that Ib hls name. He never heard it 
before; but he must somehow get 
used to it, and remember his name is 
now "JesuB Christ." But, he has lit¬ 
tle care about the name. If this is 
a body of churches of hls gospel, he 
ought to feel quite at home in any 
one of them. So he goes into the 
first one he comes upon. The service 
of worship begins. He hears a gloria 
to “The Father. Son, and Holy 
Ghost.” He never heard anything 
like that before. “What do they mean 
*>v that?’ he aBks. “Why! the Holy 
Trinity." "And pray tell me, what 
is that?" “The God-head, three In 
one." Just Imagine that great-heart¬ 
ed, clear-minded, far-seeing man puz¬ 
zling over that: 'Three godB In one 
god. One god is or are three gods; 
and three are or Ib one. Can it be. 
that these people really suppose I 
originated this absurd mathematical 
impossibility?” “But who are these 
three gods that are at the same time 
only one god?" “God. the Father." 
“Yes, that Is as I taught." “God, the 
Son.’ “But what Is hi* name?" 
“Jesus Christ, that Is yourBelf." “1 
a god?” sayB Jesus in surprise. "I 
never said l was. I never was guilty 
of such Bacrllege as that. I said dis¬ 
tinctly, you have it in the Scripture: 
’The Lord our God Is one Lord.’ It 
is quite clear I could not have meant 
myself, or that l was even one-third 
of the one God.” 

As the service goes on, he hears 
now and then a familiar sentence 
mingled with strange and puzzling 
things unheard of before. Then 
comes the prayer. What must be his 
feelings when hls followers address 
him in prayer as a god! Some of hls 
admirers when he lived In Palestine 
once bowed down and offered to wor¬ 
ship him. He told them to arise and 
worship God only. “Now, here the 
millions of Twentieth Century people, 


Ibis dogma, which Is the true doc¬ 
trine and only way or salvation. How- 
strange and utierly foreign this 
would ho to hls spirit and teaching! 

Were he to look over these church¬ 
es today, we can Imagine hls great 
kind heart stirred to pity that his fol¬ 
lowers should be possessed by such 
confusing ideas, and woutd say: "I 
will acknowledge you as my follow¬ 
ers. not for what you believe, but for 
what good you do. For. notwith¬ 
standing your Incomprehensible sys¬ 
tem of doctrines, you are doing much 
good in the world. You help people 
to live truer, nobler, happier lives. 
You help to raise the fallen, relieve 
distress, correct Hoclal wrongs, and 
seek to purify business and politic 
relations and raise the standards for 
conduct and living In all ways. For 
these good things ye do, ye are my 
disciples; hut not for what ye believe. 
Remember ye not what I said, as re¬ 
corded In your scripture: "Not those 
who loudly call ‘Lord! l^ord!’ but 
those who do the will of the Father 
shall cuter the kingdom? Not those 
who proress heliefs. but those who do 
the good and live the life as children 
of God’s will. For I came, not that 
ye might have beliefs to profess, but 
that-ye might have life to live and 
have it abundantly." 

This Ib the attitude the actual New' 
Testament Jesus would naturally as¬ 
sume. He would disclaim the dogma 
of the Federation of Churches, but 
commend them for the good they are 
doing. 

Can we imagine him content to let 
the matter rest with that? Would he 
not be Interested to look about and | 
ask: “Are these all of my followers? 
Are there not sovie who follow me in 
my own actual teaching and spiritB, 
believing as I said: there Is one God 
of love, the Father; that all men are 
brothers, and the way of life is neigh- 
borliness, kindness, and helpfulness, 
summed un In my own words: Love 
to God and love to man?” “Yes,” he 
would be told, "there are the Unita¬ 
rians. Universaltsts, and a few other 
small sects who follow you In that 
way. But they are not Christian, nnd 
are excluded from the fellowship of 
your churches.” 

What would the man of the Golden 
Rule, the preacher of the Sermon on 
the Mount, the author of the parables 
of the Good Shepherd, the Good Sa¬ 
maritan, and the Prodigal Son. be 
likely to say to that? Would It not 
be: “It does not matter what you call 
them; for, as one of your poets well 
said: ‘What's in a name?’ The name 
you call them is of no importance. 
Call them what you please. If they 
follow me in the spirit I lived and 
taught, believing as I said that the 
way of life is all embraced in Love 
to God and Love to Man; then, what¬ 
ever you choose to call them, they are 
Indeed my disciples. They follow me 
as I was and taught. They follow 
me closely and Intimately, as a friend 
and brother, as a man among men for 
neighborly helpfulness; while you 
project me as a god into the heavens, 
and follow me so far off that you see 
me but dimly as a form and Image 
fashioned by vour own speculative 
imagination. These you reject follow 
me closely, in my spirit and word as 
best thev can make it out of the con¬ 
fused records of my life, seek only 
goodness, and try to walk the way of 
life according to the Father's will. I 
con worship, work, and live with peo¬ 
ple Irv this spirit; just qb I did in 
Palestine centuries ago. If Christian 
means to follow my spiritual leader¬ 
ship, why then exclude any who so 
follow me? Let the Twentieth Cen¬ 
tury answer!" 

Is not this the challenge JeBus’ 
spirit would lay before the latter-day 
Christendom? It is not a matter for 
regret that Unitarians were excluded 
from the fellowship of Christian 
churches, but It is regretable that 
such a thing could occur in this en¬ 
lightened age. It Is to be regretted 
that the Christian churches of 
America could be and can remain 
openly committed to an attitude so 
foreign to the thought and spirit of 
their master. It Is no misfortune to 
us. We make no controversy about 
it. It is only consistent with their 
theological position. It Ib rather to 
be regarded a good fortune in one re¬ 
spect: in that It brings the ortho¬ 
dox dogmas before the bar of an en¬ 
lightened public opinion for judgment 
as never before, it calls people to a

patience endures to the sermon, he 
hears yet more startling ideas; that 
were not In range even of imagina¬ 
tion In his day. The preacher says: 

“All people—men, women, and chil¬ 
dren—all alike are born und nurtured 
in sin and doomed to endlesB woe. 

1 There Is but one way of escape: be¬ 
lieve In Jesus Christ as God and 
Savior. Then his atoning blood will 
wash away all sin and guilt, make 
the Boul pure and clean to enter the 
Holy City; which he has gone oil to 
prepare for them that so believe In 
him.'' What must be Ids feelings on 
hearing this, the doctrine of hls 
Churches today? It would naturally 
be Indignation at such an utter per¬ 
version of hls teaching. Hut hls great 
kind-heartedness would ut once turn 
him to consider: that these ideas are 
advanced in all sincerity, and the 
people are honest at heart In accept¬ 
ing them, ills Indignation would 
soon give way to pity: that they 
should so misunderstand his teaching 
and mission to the world. 

How different is this from the Ser¬ 
mon on the Mount! When asked 
what one should do to inherit eternal 
life, he said: “Thou shall love the 
Lord thy God with all thy heart, und 
thy neighbor us thyself. This do and 
thou shult live." Not a word about 
what to believe, but Just whut to do: 
love and honor the supreme being 
und be neighborly. Not the slightest 
suggest Lon that belief in him us a 
god or savior hud anything to do 
with it. lie always spoke of God as 
love—a Father, who loves and cares 
for all hls children. He could not 
have even Imagined any one ever 
thinking of a God of love and father¬ 
ly tenderness condemning bis chil¬ 
dren men, women, and even children 
—to punishment for sins they did not 
commit or were helpless to uvuld; 
und leuve them Just one way of es¬ 
cape, -that of belief in one certain 
complex mystical theological dogma 
Yet the fact remains: that, if he came 
to America today, be would be told 
by ibe Federation of tils churobes 
that be must stand as the author of

DR. WILEY HERE DIES IN BOSTON 


Newton eltlcens cast a record- 
breaklnR vote on Tuesday In the 
municipal election, 5,606 ballots be¬ 
ing polled, and tho Republican ticket 
winning In every contest. Mayor 
Hatfield received 3,290 votes and Mr. 
Doherty, his opponent, polled 2,2B6, a 
remarkable vote for a Democratic 
candidate for city office, and one 
which, under ordinary circumstances, 
would have Insured his election. 

Mayor Hatfield carried all but three 
precincts, losing the two Nonantum 
and the Upper Falls precincts. In 
Nonantum, where Mr, Doherty Is best 
known, he polled n total of 628 voteB 
In the two precincts, as against 52 for 
Mayor Hatfield. The Republican 
candidates for aldermen-at-large won 
easily, Blakemore having a majority 
of 1662 and Miller 1560, the others 
being unopposed. Stone, Wing and 
MrB. Davidson had no opponents for 
the office of members of the school 
committee. In thlB vote, 30 women 
cast their ballots, Mr. Stone receiv¬ 
ing 26, Mrs. Davidson, 25, and Mr. 
Wing 23, in addition to the vote In 
the table cast by men. 

There were several contests for 
ward aldermen, those in wards two 
and four being exceedingly close, 
Cabot winning in Ward 2 by 13 votes 
In a total of 997, and Jones winning 
In Ward 4 over ex-alderman Lyons by 
39. Chadbourne In ward 5 and Gray 
In ward 6 were easy winners, while 
Murphy, Cox and Heard were unop¬ 
posed. 

One of the most gratifying results 
on the election was the unprecedent¬ 
ed vote In favor of NO license, 4042, 
aB against 1080 for Yes. For the first 
time In our history every precinct in 
the city waB carried for NO. This 
was undoubtedly due to the campaign 
made by Mr. Doherty, who urged hla 
followers at every rally to vote NO. 
Even the Nonantum precincts which 
have hitherto voted Yes, were carried 
by NO, that of ward 1, precinct 1, 
having a majority of 49, compared 
with a small Yes majority last year.

The percent¬ 
age for the entire city was 81 per 
cent, being larger than that of the 
state election last month. In pre¬ 
cinct one of ward one, the percentage 
was 93, while that of precinct 3 of 
ward 2 was 90. 

The returns were received quite 
early at City Hall, Waban being the 
first to arrive, and the two precincts 
of ward 6 the last. The result was 
known as early bb half past seven 
o'clock, and Mayor Hatfield, who 
spent the evening at the Players was 
the recipient of many congratulations.

Permit me. through the Graphic, to 
call attention to the Increasing dem¬ 
onstration, by our city elect ions, that 
a mistake was mado in extending 
the term of tho mayor from one year 
to two. We have Just been given a 
sharp alarm and had a hurry cam¬ 
paign In order to save the mayor and 
ft good city government. The direct 
and inevitable effect of biennial elec¬ 
tions of nmyor is to produce extreme 
indifference on tho ofT year when only 
aldermen and school committee are 
to be elected. It has been seriously 
proposed that the church bells be 
rung through the city on election day 
In the off year in order to Inform 
the voters that It Is election day. 
Neglect of city affairs follows the 
lack In calling attention to them. 
Popular information regarding public 
affairs Is materially diminished. Con¬ 
ditions are promoted which favor the 
formation of corrupt ringB for the 
control of the city. The same fact 
exists in other places. The Spring- 
field Republican last Thursday said: 

"On Tuesday in this city the total 
vote was only about 63 per cent, of 
the registration. Why? Because 
about half the male citizenship could 
not get interested In an election that 
did not involve the mayoralty." 

When we have a good mayor under 
the annual system we can re-elect 
him. When we have an unsatisfac¬ 
tory one, or a poor board of aldermen, 
we have an opportunity to retire 
them. The annual election comes 
none too often for keeping lip popu¬ 
lar information and interest In city 
affairs. Newton would gain by re¬ 
turning to the annual system. It is 
well worth all the expense and 
trouble. It is just so in the slate. 
We can have the best state govern¬ 
ment, with a timely legislature, only 
by annual elections. The Bubject is 
far broader, deeper and more Import¬ 
ant than most voters realize.

George Whit ford of 87 Essex street, 
Chelsea, employed by ilie Edison El¬ 
ectric Company In their plant on Ho¬ 
mer street, Newton Centre, was badly 
burned Monday afternoon, bis left leg 
coming in contact with several live 
wires. He was later taken to the 
Newton Hospital, whore for a time 
hlB condition wns considered as seri¬ 
ous. 

At the time of the accident Whit- 
ford whs at work repairing what is 
known rh dead wire in tho power 
room of the plant. The wires extend¬ 
ed along (he side of a partition and 
Whltford was lying on top of the par¬ 
tition while repairing them. He had 
been working there for some time 
when becoming tired of lying in the 
same position, he started to change 
it for a better one. In doing so he 
swung his left leg over the top of the 
partition directly on top of a number 
of live wires which carried a heavy 
voltage. Ah his leg struck the wires 
there was a huge glare of crackling 
llames which filled the room, followed ! 
by a loud explosion. Whltford was 
knocked to the floor unconscious with 
his left leg a mass of burns. Hla fel¬ 
low-workmen did all in their power 
to relieve the suffering man while 
awaiting the arrival of the ambulance. 

WhUford’s leg In coming In con¬ 
tact with the wires caused a short 
circuit and for over 6 minutes there 
was no electric power throughout the 
city.

Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, the famous 
government expert in foodstuffs, big 
and homely and jolly was the attrac¬ 
tion on Tuesday evening at Bigelow 
school hall, at the last lecture in the 
Road Fund course for the present 
season. It. Is needless to say that the 
hall was filled to its utmost capacity, 
and It was the unanimous verdict 
that Dr. Wiley was well worth hear¬ 
ing. 

His subject was “The Public Health 
our Greatest National Asset/’ and It 
was filled with wit and wisdom. He 
said, in part:— 

“ ’T were belter to be a hog than a 
human being, so far sb the treatment 
of the two at the hands of the state 
from a health point of view," and in 
illustration, he told a story of a wom¬ 
an, stricken by tuberculosis, being 
refused aid because the state had ap¬ 
propriated no money for such cases, 
whereas a man, who had a sick hog 
secured veterinaries and medicine for 
the animal without any trouble. 

"The time Is coming, however, when 
the stale will take as much Interest 
In tuberculosis, typhoid fever, chol¬ 
era and other curable diseases, as it 
does now' in stamping out contagious 
diseases among animals," said Dr. 
Wiley, "though at present the human 
animal receives the least considera¬ 
tion of all." 

Concerning the need of sanitation 
and such matters as pertain to the 
care of an army, Dr. Wiley gave much 
praise to the medical department of 
the Japanese army during the war 
with Russia. "The fact," he said, 
‘‘that the Japanese generals sent 
chemists and bacteriologists ahead of 
their armies to examine the water 
supply and other conditions rather 
than engineers and skirmishers, re¬ 
sulted in every soldier being in the 
ranks when it came time for them to 
fight. It was the medical corps of 
the Japanese army, the most ad¬ 
vanced in the w’orld at that time, that 
defeated Russia, and nothing else. 

"The United States has learned a 
great lesson from Japan," he contin¬ 
ued, "and dow’n in our army on the 
Rio Grande and among the laborers 
in the Panama Canal Zone, disease 
today is practically unknown because 
first of all the health of the men is 
guarded. But for the chemists and 
doctors the Panama Canal would be 
as colossal a failure under the United 
States as It was with France."

But any 
one thinking “On the Cinder Path" to 
be mainly a story of running, owing 
Its existence to the prominence of 
Mr. Duffey In that sport, will do both 
book and author a great injustice. It 
Is an exceptionally well-told descrip¬ 
tion of life at a great American 
school for boys, and the original of 
Donchcster" will be easily recog¬ 
nized. It is full or bright and whole¬ 
some life, making a constant appeal 
to the better side of boy nature, and 
also full of good sense, especially In 
showing the proper relation between 
physical, mental, and moral excel¬ 
lence.—IaOthrop, Lee & Shepard Co.,

The Pecks, ns all readers of 
previous volumes know, are twin 
brothers so resembling each other 
that it 1 b almost Impossible to tell 
them apart, a fact which the rogulBh 
lads make the most of. Other well- 
known characters appear, although 
the story is complete In Itself. The 
scene of this book is laid in a typical 
summer camp for boys, with great 
rivalry between two "lodgeB," or 
houses In which the boys live. It Is 
thus rather a Btory of boy life and 
fun and athletic sports than an at¬ 
tempt to describe camps or tell how 
to conduct them, and will be all the 
better liked for that reason.—Loth¬ 
rop, Lee & Shepard Co., Boston.

Up who horn in Guildhall, Vt. When 
four yon tb old the family moved to 
Lenihigton, Vt., where his father died 
one year Inter. 

Here he attended the Hist Hot 
School and Colli rook Academy, Stud¬ 
ied law one year In the office of a 
local practitioner, during which time 
he concluded he could not bo a suc¬ 
cessful lawyer and an honest man. 

He prepared for Massachusetts In¬ 
stitute of Technology which he enter¬ 
ed In 186?. He was assisted tn his 
flrBt year's tuition by a Colbrook citi¬ 
zen, afterward paying the loan. He 
nlso received assistance from a fund 
not administered by Tech., for excel¬ 
lence in his work. 

Two of his summer vacations were 
spent for the city of Boston on the 
Sudbury River Aqueduct. 

His third vacation was spent for 
the U. S. Navy, taking soundings in 
New York Harbor. 

He graduated with his class In 
civil engineering in 1873, after which 
he was associated with his brother, 
A. D. Blodgett also a graduate of 
Technology for a few years in the 
manufacture of electrical apparatus, 
during which time he made a special¬ 
ty of electrical engineering. 

At the death of Prof. 'William Bar¬ 
ton Rogers, Mr. Blodgett was one of 
the many attentive listeners, and was 
able, afterwards, to give from mem¬ 
ory an almost verbatim report of Pro¬ 
fessor Rogers’ address up to the last 
word uttered by that illustrious man. 

In 1880 he entered the employ of 
the Boston & Albany R. R., ■where he 
remained for nearly twenty-three 
years. 

The former Chief Engineer writes 
as follows:— 

“He had charge of the electric sig¬ 
nals and all matters dependent upon 
or connected with electricity. By hlB 
untiring zeal and devotion to hiB work 
he performed valuable service for the 
railroad company in a faithful and 
conscientious manner.” | 

During his administration the rail¬ 
road signal service was extended from 
a few Bignals between Boston and 
Riverside to an entire plant covering 
the whole main line (Boston to Al¬ 
bany), and some of the branches. 

The first trains lighted by electrici¬ 
ty in this country, and running be¬ 
tween Boston and New York were 
equipped under his direction. 

While employed by the Boston & 
Albany Railroad he was a regular 
correspondent for the Railroad Ga¬ 
zette, translating many papers from 
the German and French upon railway 
electrical subjects. 

He was nearly twenty years a lec¬ 
turer on applications of electricity to 
railroading at the Massachusetts In¬ 
stitute of Technology, and when the 
Syllabi of his lectures were published 
they were applied for by engineers 
from California to India. 

He was for many years Chairman 
of the Standing Committee of the So¬ 
ciety of Arts connected with the Mas¬ 
sachusetts Institute of Technology. 

He lectured on his specialty at Cor¬ 
nell University, Columbia University, 
New r York Municipal Course, and 
Franklin Institute, Philadelphia. 

He was consulted as authority, sci¬ 
entifically and legally on electric sig¬ 
nals, was also consulting engineer for 
a railway signal company. 

He was a member of the Boston 
Society Civil Engineers, joining in 
1874, also th6 American Society of 
Electrical Engineers. 

He was Chaplain of Dalhousie 
Lodge of Masons in Newton four 
years, and member of Handel and 
Haydn Society of Boston nine years. 

While living in Auburndale he was 
associated In forming the Newton 
Education Association with N^r. Has¬ 
kell, formerly editor of the Boston 
Herald, Mr. D. C. Heath and other 
prominent men. 

While living in Boston he attended 
Mr. Vernon Church, where Dr. Al¬ 
bert Parker Fitch was pastor, and 
taught a Bible class there. 

After leaving the Boston & Albany 
Railroad he spent nearly five years 
in the engineering department at New 
York Navy Yard, Brooklyn. 

In Brooklyn he taught a large Bi¬ 
ble class of young men at the Park 
Congregational Church, and was 
elected Deacon of St. Paul's branch of 
Dr. Cadman’s Church.

CHRISTMAS IN MY BOYHOOD

Occasional suggestions that Christ¬ 
mas with its Santa Claus should be 
abolished because of alleged decep¬ 
tion practiced upon children, caused 
my mind to revert to Christmas In 
my childhood. 

Santa Claus had the right of way 
for a week preceding the glad day in 
my boyhood home. Correspondence 
was carried on by the children with 
the “jolly old elf."

No bough of green with pres¬ 
ents hung to be disposed of quickly 
and the bare branch or tree-top tossed 
out of doors. No, ours was a room 
embowered with fir balsam and hem¬ 
lock overhanging a perfect fairy land 
in miniature. The room had been 
transformed ns if by magic. Scores 
of tiny wax candles were burning 
amidst the evergreen boughs, these 
adding to the brilliancy of tinsel and 
gold and silver ornaments which fes¬ 
tooned the trees.

The scheme of the Metropolitan 
Plan Commission for legislation which 
will add still another metropolitan 
commission to the burden now Im¬ 
posed upon Boston and its suburbs, 
ought to be given the utmost investi¬ 
gation. It is true that the tentative 
plan merely outlines an advisory 
board, but our experience with that 
class of legislation clearly shows that 
more and more power will be granted 
until all the evils feared from direct 
annexation, may be realized. The plan 
proposes an appointed commission of 
five, who shall prepare plans for the 
development of municipalities com¬ 
prised in the Metropolitan district. 
These plans may cover every phase of 
municipal activity, including police, 
fire, building laws, laying out of high¬ 
ways, parks, playgrounds, schools and 
libraries. These plans nre to be pre¬ 
sented to the municipality interested 
by the commission and shall be effec¬ 
tive if accepted by that city or town, 
and not until so accepted. Tho ex¬ 
penses are to be divided between the 
municipality directly interested, the 
remainder of the district and the 
state. By this arrangement, it will be 
possible for certain municipalities to 
have considerable metropolitan work 
done in their territory, and a part of 
the expense paid by other places—a 
most desirable condition for them, but 
one which should be eyed askance by 
the communities who pay the greater 
part of the metropolitan bills. 

If Newton is ready to have its po¬ 
lice, ItB fire, its streets, its schools, 
and Its libraries managed by metro¬ 
politan commissions, it should heart¬ 
ily endorse the proposed legislation. 
If we are satisfied to spend all our 
taxes within our own territory, we 
should oppose it. 

—o—o— 

The city election last week deserves 
more than a passing congratulation 
on the success of Mayor Hatfield. 
While it is true that there is strong 
reason to be proud of the way our 
citizens turned out to vote, and of 
the solid support they gave the pres¬ 
ent admirable system of selecting the 
best men for municipal office, yet the 
fact that Mr. Doherty was able to 
poll over 2200 votes for mayor, should 
be carefully considered. For the past 
eight years our candidates for mayor 
have been unopposed at the polls, and 
in consequence we have had the serv¬ 
ices of men who would not enter upon 
a scramble for the office. Primarily, 
Mayor Hatfield’s ambition to break 
the precedent regarding a second 
term, was responsible for the running 
of an opposition candidate, but it Is 
evident that our era of political good 
feeling is passing and that in the fu¬ 
ture Newton will see regular opposi¬ 
tion to the nominees selected by mem¬ 
bers of the Republican party acting 
in a non-partisan capacity. 

The splendid vote for NO license is 
cause for general satisfaction. For 
the first time in our history every 
precinct was carried for NO. This 
was undoubtedly due to the efforts of 
Mr. Doherty who strongly urged all 
his followers to take that stund. 

In the two ward contests where the 
results were In doubt, the Republican 
candidates were successful, Mr. Cabot 
by a narrow margin in Ward 2 and 
Alderman JoneB by 39 votes in Ward 
4, where ex-alderman Thomas J. 
Lyons was supposedly quite strong, 
All the remaining candidates were 
elected by substantial majorities. 

The announcement in this iBeue of 
a public hearing on the matter of 
telephone districts in this city is one 
which will appeal in general to tele¬ 
phone subscribers in all parts of the 
city and particularly in West Newton 
and Aubumdale.

METROPOLIT AN COMMISSION _ 

Tho Metropolitan Plan Commission 
ha* been appointed to report aa to the 
feasibility of n plan for the Metro¬ 
politan Ill at rid, ami to draft legisla¬ 
tion. if It seems fit, that ahull be ap¬ 
plicable to the making of such a plan. 
This commission goes out of exist¬ 
ence January 1st. 

By correspondence, conference and 
study, the Commission has arrived nt 
certain general conclusions upon 
which it will appreciate your criti¬ 
cism and advice. 

They arc ns follows: 

1. There should be a central author¬ 
ity planning Ihe development ot 
the whole district. 

2. The local autonomy of the various 
municipalities should not be In¬ 
fringed upon. 

3. The state and the district should 
contribute together with the local 
municipality towards tho cost of 
Improvements of metropolitan 
character, and. furthermore, tho 
Btatc should loan its credit for 
such works against repayment 
through annual assessments upon 
the cities and towns of the dis¬ 
trict. 

The thirty-eight cities and towns 
comprising the Metropolitan Barks 
District are specified as the Metropoli¬ 
tan District in the resolve creating 
the present commission. 

There is need of great radial high¬ 
ways to handle the business of Bos¬ 
ton. We need circumferential thor¬ 
oughfares to make the traffic ways be¬ 
tween the cities and towns of the dis¬ 
trict as efficient for business purposes 
ns the boulevard system is for pleas¬ 
ure vehicles. Some official body 
which will advise as to the reserva¬ 
tion of public squares, small parks 
and playgrounds and ns to the general 
street treatment in every city and 
town of the district, is probably need¬ 
ed. As it is now, the local authorities 
to a large extent nre compelled to 
obtain advice in these matters from 
a hired expert. 

In the district there are certain 
blighted areas which might be rehab¬ 
ilitated by opening up now streets 
running through to more favored lo¬ 
calities, or by many other means 
which would suggest themselves to a 
body \vhlch should give this tiling 
careful studv. 

It would seem, therefore, that some 
central authority—call it perhaps, a 
Metropolitan Planning Board—should 
be permanently constituted, that this 
board should first make a survey of 
the Metropolitan District, together 
with a study of the population, of the 
commerce and industry of each local¬ 
ity, and the existing and future possi¬ 
bilities within the district. With this ns 
a basis, and after consultation with 
the officials of the various communi¬ 
ties interested, a series of compre¬ 
hensive general plans which should 
embody the meanB and possibilities 
of development might be made. The 
study of commerce and industry and 
the recognition of the magnificent 
equipment of the Metropolitan Dis¬ 
trict with its libraries, technical 
schools and art museums, might well 
lay the foundations of the plans 
which would bring to this district the 
manufacture of those commodities 
whose chief value is in applied art 
and applied science, and the export of 
which to this country is enriching 
Germany and France. Such a study 
might suggest plans for co-ordinating 
and extending transportation facili¬ 
ties, the location of small play¬ 
grounds, reservation of lands for pub¬ 
lic buildings, the unification of build¬ 
ing laws, the prevention of congestion, 
the reduction of fire hazards, and bet¬ 
ter methods of financing public im¬ 
provements. 

Such a board might bo empowered 
to examine and report upon all plans 
for Improvements of metropolitan 
character contemplated by any exist¬ 
ing public authority. The proposed 
hoard might have the power to put 
before any local government ihe ques¬ 
tion of the execution of any metro¬ 
politan improvement that might lie 
within its borders. Unless such a lo¬ 
cal government should vote to under¬ 
take the improvement, nothing would 
be done and no money would be spent. 
If the local government votes in fa¬ 
vor of such an Improvement, it would 
be executed not by the proposed board 
but by the local government Itself ac¬ 
cording to the plans of the board. 
To facilitate construction, It is pro¬ 
posed that the state shall finance the 
work, that the city or town in which 
the improvement may lie shall pay 
only 65 per cent of ihe total cost, the 
remaining cities and towns paying 25 
per cent. This 25 per cent should be 
payable according to an apportion¬ 
ment by a special tribunal appointed 
by the Supreme Court, and the ap¬ 
portionment should be on the basis of 
the benefits, if liny, to each city and 
town affected by the Improvement, 
taking into account also is population 
and valuation. Finally, the Btate, 
which receives so large a proportion 
of It s revenue from the Metropolitan 
District, and is deeply interested in 
its growth and the increase of its 
taxable property, should pay a small 
proportion of the cost of metropolitan 
Improvements, say 111 per ceqt. The 
above proportions would hold only for 
what the board might designate as 
ordinary metropolitan improvements. 
In some ruses it might not be just 
j for the locality in which the improve- 
| meat is situated to pay as much as 
G5 per cent, in which ease the trl- 
| banal appointed by the Supreme 
Court would have the power to dlniln- 
I ish tills 65 per cent to such extent as 
in its judgment would be fair and 
just. 

It has also been suggested that the 
Commission should consider any mut¬ 
ter important lo the development of 
(lie Metropolitan district, which might 
be proposed by any of the communi¬ 
ties, investigate it, report and publish 
its findings with recommendations to 
tiie legislature. 

Tho Commission has been advised 
that u board of five members, three, 
including the chuirmun, appointed by 
the Governor, us representing the dis¬ 
trict, und two by the Mayor of Boston, 
might fairly represent the proportion¬ 
al benefits as between the suburban 
municipalities und (he central city. 

The theory of these suggestions is 
to enable tho cities and towns of the 
district to muke certain much needed 
improvements earlier and more easily 
thun they now can.

Mr. Edward Sawyer, one of the best 
known civil engineers in this vicinity, 
died Wednesday afternoon at one 
o’clock at his home in Bellevue street. 
Newton, after an iilncfle of about four 
years with paralysis. 

Mr. Sawyer was born In Warner, 
N. II., June 24, 1828, the son of Jacob 
and I^aura (Bartlett) Sawyer. 

He was educated In the public 
schools, and adopted the profession of 
civil engineer, In which he has been 
engaged since 1848. He made a spe¬ 
cialty of manufacturing plants, sani¬ 
tary engineering and hydraulic work, 
and was employed as chief engineer 
when the Newton waterworks were 
constructed. He has also been chief 
or consulting engineer for water¬ 
works in various other places. 

In 1869 he entered Into partnership 
with J. Herbert Shedd. and this firm 
had charge of constructing the water 
and sewer system in Providence. In 
1872 Mr. Sawyer was in charge of 
mill No. 1 of the Chicopee mills. He 
was one of the founders of the Saw¬ 
yer Spindle Company of Boston and 
had served as hydraulic engineer on 
a number of other large undertakings. 
After hlB retirement from the more 
active work he served as consulting 
engineer on the Cochltuate and other 
waterworks plants. 

Mr. Sawyer was a member of the 
American Society of Civil Engineers, 
of the Boston Society of Civil Engi¬ 
neers, of the American Society for 
Advancement of Science, of the Bos¬ 
ton Society of Arts and the Tuesday 
Club of Newton, of which he lias 
served as president continually Bince 
1884. 

He served In the Common Council 
of Newton In 1879. 

He married Miss Frances E. Ever¬ 
ett. and is survived by her and one 
daughter, Frances E., the wife of Mr. 
Herbert G. Pratt of Newton.

Joseph Mnrkland. cashier of the — tb 
National was on trial for violation of 
the banking laws. There was no more 
icrupuloualy honest man than Mark- 
land, bet the cuse against him wna 
complicated. Ills conviction or ac¬ 
quittal depended largely upon bow it 
would be bandied by the state at¬ 
torney and counsel for defense. Evan 
McCord, the prosecutor, was a rising 
young lawyer, ambitious for political 
preferment. There had been mucb 
grumbling by certain malcontents that 
it was impossible to convict criminals. 
McCord. In order to make capital for 
himself, resolved to make a strenuous 
effort to convict every prisoner who 
came before him. Mnrkland was 
among tbe first and McCord sent him, 
knowing him to be an Innocent man, 
to tbe penitentiary. 

Years passed and McCord had re¬ 
turned to tbe practice of tbe law as 
an advocate. One day n man accused 
of forgery sent for him and asked him 
to take his case. McCord assented 
and asked tbo man to tell him All 
about it. 

"Not on my life,” said tbe man. "If 
you defend me on lines that would 
appear proper I shall be convicted. I 
know that you are a brilliant lawyer 
and I wish to secure my acquittal by 
some brilliant stroke that will con¬ 
vince tbe jury of on error." 

McCord assented. 

Yet there was one criminal to convict 
whom be would give eveu n life’s suc¬ 
cess, lie had hod a brother who bad 
been murdered. The murderer bod 
covered bis tracks so adroitly that even 
the shrewdest detectives could not find 
the slightest clew to bis Identity. 
Twenty years had passed sluce the 
tragedy, and every year Evno Mc¬ 
Cord’s desire for vengeunce upou his 
brother’s slayer Increased till It ap¬ 
proached monomania, 

Stan wick, whom McCord undertook 
to defend by using bis own wits rather 
than by establishing his innocence, 
though much run down, gave evidence 
of once having been a gentleman. He 
was past middle age und hud the hurd 
look on his face of one hardened to 
crime. He produced a very bad effect 
on tlie Jury from the start, and Mc¬ 
Cord saw tliut the opportunity to show 
his skill in legal manipulation of a 
case was a great one. Proud us be was 
of bis powers, he threw’ himself into 
the case with nil his ability. 

A forgery case is necessarily compli¬ 
cated. To convict a person of writing 
a man’s name so like that person him¬ 
self would write it Involves the opinion 
of experts iu ehlrugrupby. -who are 
apt to disagree. McCord by cross ex¬ 
amination greatly aided those experts 
who testified that the accused had not, 
and threw* doubt on tbe evidence of 
those who testified Stanwlck hnd. com¬ 
mitted the forgery, prom the counsel's 
prominence a great deal of interest 
w’us manifested in the case, especially 
by members of the bar, who attended 
the trial in large numbers to witness 
McCord’s Ingenious professional de¬ 
vices. 

What wns especially noticeable was 
tbe absence of anything like harmony 
between counsel and client. The re¬ 
pulsive face of the prisoner was the 
study of nil present nod was consid¬ 
ered tlie wenkest element in the de¬ 
fense. Moreover, now and again that 
face was bent upon McCord with a 
mnllgnnnt expression, it seemed as if 
the man w r ns as indifferent to his ne- 
qulttul as his counsel was eager for It. 

These features rendered tbe case 
supremely Interesting not only to at¬ 
torneys. but to the public. The news¬ 
papers were filled with detailed re¬ 
ports of the trial and comments on 
the brilliant expedients used by tbo 
counsel for the defense. Therefore as 
tbe legal tournament, us it was called, 
drew toward u close the Interest in It 
Increased. McCord rested a day be- j 
fore Humming up, and bis speech on \ 
that occasion wna regarded a master¬ 
piece of legal defensive ingenuity. 

When the case was given to the 
Jury it was the opinion of most of 
those present that hnd it not been for 
the strong evidence adduced by the 
prosecution and the bad impression 
created by (ho prisoner McCord would 
linve surely won. As it was. the is 
sue wan in doubt. The jury, however, 
were not out more than uu hour when 
they sent In word to the court that 
they hud reached a verdict. Then 
they filed iu. and before a mute, ex¬ 
pectant uudlenee tho foreman deliv¬ 
ered the verdict: 

"Not guilty." 

Then occurred tbe most singular 1n- 
ronsistency of tbe whole affair. Stan- 
wlck. who might have Iteen supposed 
to give Homo expression of thankful¬ 
ness. turned upon McCord a look of 
one who had taken a malignant venge¬ 
ance. 

However, this was tbe last of a cele¬ 
brated case, and In a few minutes 
after I he discharge of the prisoner the 
courtroom that had been tbe scene of 
an interesting struggle was emptied. 

For a week McCord was in receipt 
of constant congratulations upon bis 
brilliant achievement. When the high¬ 
est encomiums were being heaped 
upon him he received (be following let¬ 
ter: 

Go on hunting me aa you hav« been 
doing for an many yeara. I hate you end 
alt your tribe. Year a ego 1 got revenge 
on your brother, and 1 have now "done” 
you. 1 am not Stanwlck. but Ben Towier. 
who (Reappeared year* ago Markland 
once did me a favor. 

McCord never took another case.

BETRAY ED BY H A N DWRITI NG 

AND SPELLING. 

The handwriting expert was telling 
how he detected Toigeries. 

“Ivc just returned from working on 
a curious case,” he said. "The mauso¬ 
leum owned by a wealthy woman was 
broken into and the bodies of her hus¬ 
band and two sons were taken away. 
She immediately sent word to the lead¬ 
ing firm of detectives in the town and 
asked them to take the case. 

"The head detective, Smith by name, 
said to her after he had been working 
on the case some time. “Two anony¬ 
mous letters will come through the mail 
to you." 

"He did not tell her how he knew, 
but a few days later she received a let¬ 
ter written anonymously. It was a cur¬ 
ious document. In the first place it was 
written on a piece of paper the left 
hand edge of which hnd been torn off 
all the way down the page, leaving it 
ragged. It was signed with a Black 
Hand, and it directed her to leave 
$50,000 under a stone at a certain place 
if she wished to have the bodies return¬ 
ed. The second curious tiling about the 
Ittttr was that the word Pennsylvania 
which occurred in it was spelled cor¬ 
rectly. 

"She showed the letter to one of the 
post office inspectors and he said im¬ 
mediately. "That letter was not written 
by a member of the Black Hand, be¬ 
cause they arc all illiterate. Not one of 
them could spell a word like Pennsyl¬ 
vania corcctly. 

"Thsi remark was made in the pres¬ 
ence of the detective, Smith, and hif 
coworker, Jones. 

"A few days later the woman re¬ 
ceived another anonymous letter evi¬ 
dently written by the same person. This 
time tlie name Pennsylvania was spell¬ 
ed ‘Pennsilvanea* and the i was written 
over a partially erased y. This letter 
was also written on a sheet of paper 
from which the left hand edge had been 
torn. 

"In the presence of several post oi- 
fice inspectors and the two detectives 
the woman asked; ‘Why do you sup¬ 
pose these edges are always torn off?” 

"As an illustration of how* a man’s 
words return to kill him Smith replied, 
He keeps them so that you will know 
you have tlie right man.’ 

"Suspicion fell on the two detectives 
and thevlPere arrested. I was called in 
to examine the two anonymous letters 
and compared their penmanship with 
that of the two men 
"I first weeded out of the anonymous 
writing what 1 saw to be its real char¬ 
acteristics, not its feigned ones. J saw. 
for instance, that the ‘ill’ in his ’wills’ 
was always perfectly made. 1 decided 
th;i4 those letters belonged to his true 
writing. Their forfation showed too 
that they were made by a man who had 
been taught to write. 

“1 noted that his w was usually 
sprawled, hut in one place he forgot 
and made a perfect w, which showed 
that he knew how. The loops of the g 
and y were unusually long. In the two 
missives lie only once made another let- i 
tor cross them. It was characteristic of 
him to avoid carefully iu the line just 
below the loop of a g or y, running oth¬ 
er letters across them. He would go to 
considearble trouble to avoid this, tithei 
by writing a word out on the edge of 
tlie sheet and so finish it before it reach 
<.<! the loop, or hv beginning his word 
to the right of the loop and leaving a 
space to its left. 

This was such a permanent habit 
with him that he was unconscious ol it. 
It was so abnormal in handwriting that 
I knew l had his real, not his feigned 
penmanship. 

"i examined the writing of the man 
Jones and found that all the qualities 
1 had picked out as the genuine charac¬ 
teristics of the penmanship of the wri¬ 
ter of the anonymous letters were stable 
ones in his handwriting. 

"It was largely through this band- 
writing test that Jones was convicted. 
Curiously enough, Smith was convicttd 
partly on the evidence of their finding 
the torn edges of the letters in a sealed 
envelope in his pocket. The edges found ( 
in his pocket dovetailed exactly into the 
torn edges of the anonymous letters.’ 

THE SIZE OF BRICKS. 

(From the Philadelphia Inquiries’.) 

If bricks were made larger il would 1 
save a gread deal of time and labor in 
building, said a contractor, but the 
standard has been set and any change 
would he attended by considerable in¬ 
convenience. In England when bricks 
were first made ami up to sixty or sev¬ 
enty years ago there was a tax on 
bricks and in order to evade it the 
bricks were made of larger and larger 
sires. 

These were used for cellars and oth¬ 
er concealed places. To stop this fraud 
an act was passed in the reign of 
George 111, fixing the legal size of 
bricks. Early in Queen Victoria’s reign 
the lax was taken off and bricks may 
now be legally made of any size what¬ 
ever. But any ehange front the stand¬ 
ard size would bring about a great in¬ 
convenience. All calculations are made 
for building on this standard size, and 
the London and other building acts have 
practically fixed it.

In the January issue of Suburban 
Life Magazine Margaret Woodward 
discusses "Why the American Boy Is 
a Problem.” This Is a subject that Is 
occupying the minds of many parents.

This type of boy is omnipresent. 
Strange to say, he appears in the 
largest numbers, not from the poorer 
or foreign classes, but from our mid¬ 
dle-class families. Every public 
school teacher will corroborate this 
statement.

Determined to stop the practice of 
boys playing about the railroad 
tracks, the Newton authorities 
brought John Lynch of Newton Upper 
Falls into ihe juvenile session of the 
local court Saturday, charged with 
walking on the tracks.

A LITTLE SARCASM 


The following bit of sarcasm, re¬ 
cently published In Practical Politics, 
1 b worth more than a passing smile: 

"1 know' what 1 am talking about,” 
continued McGillicuddy. "It may be 
said that I am prejudiced in favor of 
the schools, because my children are 
pupilB, but I am not. 1 know' what 
the public schools have done for me 
since my children began to attend 
them. I could hardly read and write 
until after my children became pu¬ 
pils. I soon learned that If my chil¬ 
dren were to learn to read and write, 
I would have to teach them, and hi 
order to teach them, would have to 
learn. 

"I did that, and I am proud to Bay 
that my children are progressing 
steadily. Incidentally, while I am 
teaching them how to read and write, 
they are learning how to play. That, 
1 consider, is worth all that it haB 
cost me to learn myself In order to 
learn them. It may be said that I 
might have learned them how to 
: romp, but 1 admit frankly that 1 
could not have done It. When I was 
a youngster In the old Phillips school, 
we learned ourselves how to play, but 
it w'as done without system and with¬ 
out the true spirit. I lost two teeth 
when I was in the grammar school 
because I w r as not taught to romp by 
system. When we romped in those 
days we did It without special In¬ 
structors, and ono was very likely to 
have his eye closed without the aid 
of special music. 

"Now all is changed. The schools 
have discarded the multiplication ta¬ 
ble und are teaching children how to 
play gracefully. My boys can do as 
fine a two-fisted job on any two other 
boys, with u slow' music accompani¬ 
ment, as any pair that you ever saw. 
Of course they are looked down upon 
by their associates, who have learned 
that they can read and write, but, on 
the other hand, they can braid as well 
as the best of the boys who can't 
read and write. As for the oldest, 
Burlingame McGillicuddy, he can 
trim a hat with the neateBt of them. 

"Y'ou will pardon me for thus dwell¬ 
ing on wiiut may seem a personal 
mutter, but I feel that the best Inter¬ 
ests of the public schools arc at 
slake, and as one who has two likely 
children In the public schools I feel 
that I should do what 1 can to en¬ 
courage you to hack with all your 
Influence tho cause of the public 

schools as represented by -- and 

-. There ure influences at w'ork 

which would overthrow what already 
has been accomplished. There are 
base minds now conspiring to reduce 
the cost of the public schools on the 
ground that ‘money is being wasted 
on non-essentials.’ 

"That, of course, is a base calumny. 
There are no non-essentials, except, 
obviously, those which were formerly 
looked upon aB essentials. Reading 
Is not an essential; writing is not an 
essential; spelling is not an essential. 
Our schools cost money, but they coBt 
money because nowadays it is neces¬ 
sary to eradicate the result of form¬ 
er ill-advised efforts to drum non-es¬ 
sentials into the young minds of our 
future citizens. 

"Let ub stand by Messrs. --and 

-. Let us banish the multiplica¬ 
tion table from the public schools. 
Penmanship should not be taught in 
any school where the needs of the 
pupils are considered in the proper 
light, and those who would waste lime 
upon spelling should be hooted from 
our midst. We take the ground that 
spelling is a matter of preference and 
that each child should be left to spell 
long and short words according to 
| the dictates of his own conscience.”

The action of the aldermen in re¬ 
quiring daily reports of the use of 
city automobiles and requesting the 
mayor to prohibit their use on Sun¬ 
days and outside of the city without 
permission callB attention to a mat¬ 
ter about which there is considerable 
loose talk and not much real cauBe of 
complaint. There can be no question 
as to the value of a report system. 
It will not only be a constant re¬ 
minder of the cost of the service, hut 
will make a record hy which the use 
of automobiles will be fully Justified. 
The use of city machines for "Joy 
riding" in Newton is considerably ex¬ 
aggerated. One would believe, from 
current gossip, that city officials were 
constantly looking for opportunities 
to ride in a machine, whereas, as a 
matter of fact, the average city offi¬ 
cial is surfieted with automobile rid¬ 
ing, and does not ride any more than 
1 b actually necessary. The use of 
machines out of the city can be placed 
in the same catalogue, and it is now 
the practise of department heads to 
inform the mayor whenever they in¬ 
tend to make such a trip. The new 
system, therefore, is really more to 
systematize than to curtail the use of 
city automobiles. 

The transfer of a large sum of 
money from the Street Light appro¬ 
priation to the Street Maintenance ac¬ 
count last week by the aldermen is a 
matter of regret to those who believe 
that our street lighting system is in¬ 
adequate for a city like Newton. This 
sum should either be used for provid¬ 
ing additional lights In 1911 or it 
should have been carried forward into 
1912 for the same purpose. Its tranB- 
mer to other uses is entirely unwar¬ 
ranted.

Then he arose to his feet and threw 
the dice with such force that one of 
them broke. The whole one showed 
six, the broken one also gnve six on 
the larger portion, nnd the fragment 
spilt off showed one. This was a 
total of thirteen, one beyond Ralph’s 
throw. The audience held Its breath 
lo amazement.

Ralph, nppulled by what he regarded 
as a sign from heaven, confessed bis 
guilt and was sentenced to death. 


AN ALBATROSS IN FLIGHT. 

Tho Camera Caught m Motion tho Eyo 
Could Not Discern. 

An Interesting application of photog¬ 
raphy to settle □ disputed point In 
natural history wns made by a natu¬ 
ralist on n voyage from British Colum¬ 
bia to San Francisco. 

A large albatross had been follow¬ 
ing the steamer and keeping pace with 
If for scvernl hours, and the wonder 
grew among the watchers on board 
the ship as to bow the bird was able 
to fly so swiftly while apparently 
keeping Its wings extended without 
flapping them. As this Is a common 
method of flight with the albatross, the 
explanation used to be offered that the 
bird took advantage of slight winds 
and nlr currents and was so able to 
glide upon what might be called at¬ 
mospheric slopes. 

As the albatross sailed alongside the 
ship, about fifteen feet away, the nat¬ 
uralist snapped bis camera at It and 
obtained a phoiograpb that astonished 
him nnd his fellow passengers. 

The pbotogrnpb revealed, what no 
eye bad caught, the wings of the alba¬ 
tross, each some five feet long, raised 
high above It* back. In the act of mak¬ 
ing a downward stroke. The explana¬ 
tion noturully suggested was that 
more or less frequently the bird must 
have madp a stroke of this kind with 
Its wings, although the eye could not 
detect tho motion, and that the camera 
chanced to be snapped at Just the right 
moment.-BostoD Globe.

Do we remember 
that this sort of “art” is about all 
many and many of tho children ever 
see outside of the school building? 
We might possibly endure the bill¬ 
boards If we ourselves were the only 
ones to suffer, but what about the art 
of future generations? Can we af¬ 
ford to sacrifice it to commercialism? 
Let the club women of Newton show 
in this new year that we cannot.

Prospective brides and grooms In 
this state will be interested in the 
following new marriage law, taking 
effect next Monday, January 1st. 

"Persons who intend to be Joined 
in marriage in this Commonwealth 
shall, not leB& than five duys before 
their marriage, cause notice of their 
intention to be entered in the office 
of the clerk or registrar of the city 
or town in which they respectively 
dwell, or, if they do not dwell in this 
Commonwealth, in the office of the 
clerk or registrar of the city or town 
In which they propose to have the 
marriage solemnized.” 

The chunge, it is to be noticed, Is 
in the requirement that five days' 
notice be given before the license 
can be secured. At the present time 
a person can secure his license on 
the day he applies. After January 1. 
he must apply five days in advance 
And of course, if the two parties live 
in different cities or towus of the 
Commonwealth, notice must be filed 
live days beforehand with each city 
or town clerk. 

This new regulation, which is in 
line with that which is being adopted 
In many states, is a sort of revival, 
under state direction of the old cus¬ 
tom of publishing the bans in the 
churches two weeks before the mar¬ 
riage. The object, of course, is to 
slop hasty or unwise marriages by 
having full publicity given to the ill 
tentlons of the people, and by giving 
them a few days to think the matter 
over before they cun actually be mar 
rled.

Ho uscb the 
term In a Bcnsc different from the 
common usage by the Church, fn one 
Bcnse nil are called Christian who 
live In Christian countries, oven 
though they are atheiste. What Rev. 
Lutz wants is that Christian Churches 
give up the Idea attached to the term 
Christian from the beginning. ThlB 
they will do probably when they be¬ 
come Unitarian, not before. 

He says that Unitarians regard 
JeBus as divine, but only In the sense 
that all men are divine. This Is a 
strained use of the term divine, and 
it Is unreasonable to aBk those who 
believe that Jesus Is Divine in the 
Renee that God is Divine, to change 
their use of the term to mean merely 
human. He rIbo regards Jesus as the 
Son of God, but only in the sense that 
all men are eons of God. It 1 b need¬ 
less to say that Christians generally 
will not recognize that sense of the 
term as applicable to Christ. 

Rev. Lutz eays that UnltarlanB are 
followers of Jesus. They can follow 
Him only by learning what He has 
taught and then by doing it. They 
can know Hfs will only from the 
bookB of the New Testament. Thetr 
attitude toward those books is pecu¬ 
liar. They pick out a few things 
therein and endorse them; but the 
great maBB of the teaching they re¬ 
ject. Everything that differentiates 
Jesus from a mere man they reject. 
Hie birth, His miracles, His resur¬ 
rection. His teaching in which He 
claims the attributes of Deity, they 
reject aB pious frauds of the DIbcI- 
ples. Can pure and foul waters 
spring from the same mlndB? 

The Jews expected a Messiah, bas¬ 
ing their belief on numerous prophe¬ 
cies In the Old Testament. Christ 
claims to be that MesBlah, and the 
Disciples fully acknowledged Him as 
such. Mr. Lutz does not. The Scrip¬ 
tures teach that His birth was with¬ 
out a human father, the Divine Being 
begetting the Human. UnltarlanB re¬ 
ject thiB teaching utterly. Yet Bueh 
a profound scientist aB Sir Oliver 
Dodge, through his Investigations in 
Psychical phenomena has been con¬ 
vinced of the truth of the Virgin 
birth, and the Resurrection of Chrdkt. 

Rev. Lutz imagines what Jesus 
would think if He returned to earth 
and visited some of the so-called or¬ 
thodox churches. We would remind 
him that he is not competent to■ de¬ 
clare what The Alpha, and the Omega, 
the Beginning and the End. The First 
and the Last, the Almighty, would 
think or say, If He should come maul 
festly to earth. 

If God Is Imminent In the created 
universe, If He can write His deeds 
In the loaves of the book of nature. If 
He Is the Father and we are His 
Children and Images and likenesses 
of Him. cannot He reveal His 
thoughts and will to His children. 
Would He not be more Imperfect than 
the lowest of His creatures If He 
could not do so. He has done this, 
and also revealed Himself In the flesh. 
For as all manifestation of thought 
Ib the bringing down from the spirit 
into the body, so He can and doeB 
express Himself In forms accommo¬ 
dated to the comprehension of His 
creatures. 

Do the Unitarians really follow tile 
Lord when they stop at H1 b ethical 
teaching, and refuse to accept His 
teaching concerning Himself, because 
He necessarily presents the Divine 
side of His nature? He would not he 
true If He did otherwise. That His 
teaching has been perverted and dis¬ 
torted does not vitiate the Divine 
revelation ltBelf. 

Mahometans believe more fully than 
Unitarians In the truth of the Scrip¬ 
tures. The Koran teaches the Virgin 
Birth, that ChrlBt Is truly the Son of 
God, that He did miracles, yet we 
would not call them Christians. Willie 
we reject the credal interpretations 
of the trinity of persons in God as ut¬ 
terly unscrlptiiral and unreasonable, 
we believe the coming Christianity 
will fully recognize that In Christ 
dwelleth all the fullnesB of the God¬ 
head bodily, us man's soul dwelleth 
In Ills body and expresses himself 
through It, Only by recoguizing 
Christ as now living and governing 
through His Spirit can He really be 
our Master and leader, before Whom 
every knee shall bow and every 
tongue confess.
